The Captain of our ſalvation was ſanRificd by affliRi- 
on; and belcevers are baptiſed with that bapriſme, ſo far ſuf- 
terers as to bear about his marks by ſanRified aflitions;which 
is preaching to beleevers ; heare the rod and ſce the hand. So 
none bm belcevers arc baptiſed with ſantified afflictions:none 
bur beiceversare buricd with Chriſt. But unbelcevers may be 
baptiſcd with the baptiſme of water, as Simon Mazns, and 
others.

A. Submitting to better judgement, I conceive he was not 
as he was baprifed with warcr : but as he was ſuntificd by af-

This buriall is 
very meritorious, Bur Ciriſts burying by Nicodemeus,lying in 
che duſt, whenall was finiſhed before, ſhews nothing to me but 
rhe loweſt degree of his humiliation: So the going into the wa- 
ter, and comming out againe with wet garments, to ſhew 
forth Chriſt his buriall and reſurreRion, is humane invention

but wafhing by pouring. on water, burying by (ufferings is 
glad tydings.

Now to makeatypeof Chrifts reſurretion by coming out 
of the water with wet garments is vain to me.But to be bapti- 
ſed with the holy Spirit and wich fire, to be raiſed from fin, to 
newneſle of Jife; ſoto be buried with Chriſt, ſo to beriſen with 
him, it will ſhew to me the benefit of his ſufferings, the power 
of his reſurrection, tie vertue of his aſcention,his perfe obe-.
